Private Letter of the Celebrated Colonel Witttams, to his 
Lady, giving a more particular detail of the engagements 
between the AvStrians and the French than has yet appear- 
ed, dated Pfullendoff, March 22, 1799- 

“* "After four days and nights continual march, we 
fell in with the enemy yelterday morning; and, at two 
o'clock, we left a village called Renet’s Weiler, and 
marched forward till we came to another called David’s 
Weiler. Here the firft battle commenced with the 
grand army ; and, at fix o’clock, we took pofleflion of 
the place, but not without the lofs of two good officers 
and a number of brave foldiers. I am happy to fay, 
that my pen is infufficient to found the praifes of our 
undaunted troops. ‘They fought like hons; nothing 
could withitand them, 

« At eleven o’clock, we advanced, with brave Prince 
Charles at the head of the avant-guard, which circum- 
{tance gave the troops, if it were poflible, more courage, 
and attacked the village of Oltrach, ‘The enemy, for 
the firft hour, had the advantage, having obtained pof- 
feffion of the heights, and commanding the way, we 
were obliged to pals on the oppofice fide, with feveral 
pieces of cannon. We had, befides, a fall river to 
ford, under their cannon 3; but neither cannon nor bay- 
onet could refift the cool courage of our intrepid fol- 
diers. The cavalry {tormed the heights, and took four 
pieces of artillery. ‘This affair coft us betweon 5 and 
600 men, two Colonels, three Lieutenant-Colonels, 
four Majors, feven Captains, and many Lieutenants, 
the number of whom is not yet learnt. 

* We now began to ftorm the wood, 12 yEnglith 
miles in- length, and always very fatal to the troops 
which attack it. By feven o’clock we fucceeded in 
driving out the.enemy ; and the cavalry were properly 
ftationedd to cut down the ftragglers as they came out, 
which they did moft effe@ually; the army after this 
halted for a few hours, the firlt time for fo long a peri- 
od for the laft four days; in fact, I may fay that the 
army wa8 in almolt perpetual motion for 16 days, and 
the three laft without provifions or brandy, as we ad- 
vanced too quick for the waggons, and the towns and 
villages through which we pafled were completely fack- 
ed by the French; this want, however, was fo far from 
damping the ardour of our foldiers, that the French ac- 
knowledged to the people in their retreat that they never 
before met with fuch bravery in any troops ; their army 
by this defeat is fo.much difcouraged that we thall have 
fame trouble to find them again. We marched this 
morning to attack them at this place, (Oftrach,) and 
at Mengen ; but found both places evacuated. The 
French General Lefevre is mortally wounded, and 
Jourdan himfelf hada horfe thot under him. 

* I will now tell you under whofe command, and 
ih what manner, the army made its attack: It con- 
filted of 41 battalions of infantry, of 12 or 1300 men 
each; 94 fquadrons of cavalry, of about 150 men 
each. This force was divided into three lines—the 
third line was the refetve.' Cavalry was placed on each 
wing of each line—exclufive of this forts was the 
avant gua d; commanded by General Nauendorff, 
which confifted, in cavalry and infantry, of g000 men. 

“ The right wing of the three lines was command. 
ed by Prince Furftenberg, the center by Prince Charles, 
and the left by General Wallis. ‘Our number of killed 
and wounded anrounted to 1200 men and thany brave 
officers, that. of the Freneh, to at lealt 3000. One 
cannon ball paid me a negr compliment, it threw the 
‘ditt ‘in. my face, but thank God my name-wat-not 
ftamped on it. Prince Charles had four or ‘five’ eka. 
ly happy elcapes.” Shee

“ T have juft time to tell you, that a fecond battle 
took place on the 25th; at Stockach, in which the 
French have been feverely beaten; as they have 
alfo.. been by General Hotze, near Feldkirch, In 
this latter action, the French have loft 4000 men. On 
the morning of the 26th, 150 waggons of their wound- 
ed, each containing feven or eight men, arrived at Lin- 
dau. The lofs has, however, been confiderable on 
both fides, though the number of the French is greater 
than ours. The French, in confequence of the victory 
‘of General Hotze, are crofling the Rhine with great

Mr Stokes, who arrived on Friday morning at Mr 
Dundas’s office with difpatches from Lord Mornington, 
brought the following partitulars of the defeat of the 
French defigns in India, to which we alluded in a pa- 
rageaph in our paper of Saturday : The Nizam had 
for maoy years back entertained feveral French officers 
in his fervice. Since the.commencement of this ' war, 
the number of thefe officers had been confiderably aug- 
me ated by frefh adventurers from France, who, it ap- 
pears, were commiflioned by the Directory, and fent to 
the courts of Hydrabad ahd Seringapattm, in order to 
pave the way for the meditated expedition of Buona- 
parte. . ¢ 
The intrigues of the French foon gain€d an afcen- 
dancy over the councils of the Nizam, and vin the courfe 
of Jat year they obtained his permifhion to organize an 
army in the vicinity of his capital, Hydrabad, . confiit- 
ing of 14,000 of the Nizam’s Sepoys, officered by 500 
Frenchmen. : 

This army had kept up a correfpondence with the 
French Government fince Buonaparte left France ; 
but their defigns were not unobferved by the Britifh 
Government in India; and Lord Mornington, after 
the breaking up of the rainy feafon in October lait, dif- 
patched a confiderable force from Bengal towards Hy- 
drabad, while he direéted the Britith troops in the Nor- 
thern Circats to march to the fame point, and form a 
junétion with the Bengal detachments near the French 
camp. Both of thefe detachments were conducted with 
caution and {kill; in the beginning of November’ they 
met, and ynder the command’ of Colonel Roberts fur- 
rounded the Frénch camp, and fummoned them to far- 
render. ’ 

The French Commander, finding himfelf completely 

furrounded, thought it prudent to comply, and 11,000 
men laid down their arms, it being found that 3000 
had been detached to a diftance, and by this means e- 
{caped. He furrendetred unconditionally. "The French 
officers, with aconfiderable quantity of arms, were fent 
to Calcutta, and the fepoys were delivered over to the 
Nizam, who rejoiced at his deliverance from his repu- 
blican friends. In corfequence of this affair, a new 
treaty of alliance has been concluded with the Nizam, 
in which it is {tipulated that no Frenchman fha!l be per- 
mitted to refide at his Court, or to ferve in his army. 
' A treaty to the fame effect has been propofed to Tip- 
poo Saib; to which, jf he refufes to accede, it is intend- 
by the Britifh Government of India immediately to take 
poffeflion of Mangalore, the only fea port in Tippoo’s 
dominions, together with the .whole extent of coait 
thereto adjacent belonging to him, which will prefent 
an hoftile front to any attempt at invafion. 

Advices were received by the Euyidice packet, of 
the arrival of Commodore Blanket at the ifland of So- 
cotora, fituated at the ‘entrance of the Red Sea. Ad- 
miral Ranier, with the Suffolk, La Virginie, and ano- 
ther frigate, were in Mangalore Roads.
